The list, of course, does not include the entire roster of Communists and 
fellow-travelers. Only those whose public activities branded them as Communist 
sympathizers fled to the various embassies and sought asylum there under the 
customary Latin American convention. Communist organizers who were under-cover 
or guilty of known criminal offenses have simply gone underground or have 
already fled the country. Included among these are the sadistic top police 
officials, Jaime Rosenberg and Rogelio Cruz Wer, who fled to Mexico and dis- 
appeared there. 
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3. Not every person listed in these pages is, of course, a real Communist. 
Many of them are members of families of active sympathizers but are 
personally entirely unsympathetic to communism. Many others were forced 
into being fellow-travelers by one or more forms of blackmail, coercion,
